Today’s young soldiers have heard of 
D-Day—they'll admit that—but the mem- 
ories which haunt their elder brothers or 
fathers—don't exist. 
| It was today, June 6, 14 years ago that 
| Allied troops began pouring. ashore on the 
beaches. of Normandy to establish a long- 
awaited second front. Among these troops 
were the Ist Battalion, Canadian Scottish
